WASHINGTON UP — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower held a second 
expanded 
National 
Security 
Council 
session 
today.

called in the greatest attend 
ance of outside experts ever 
brought into one of these top 
policy-making meetings. 


Mrs. Anne Wheaton, acting 
White House press secretary, 
said there was no direct rela­ 
tionship between the meeting 
and Eisenhower’s address to­ 
night on science and security. 


The speech is to be the first 
of a series of “chins-up” presi­ 
dential addresses designed to 
reassure the nation about its 
seientific prpgres* and secur­ 
ity. It will be broadcast in the 
Bay Area for the first time 
at 5 p.m. (see radio log, page 
27), and telecast at 8 p.m. over 
KPIX, and at 5 p.m. over 
KRON. 
The specific purpose of the 
Security Council session was 
not disclosed. 
All told, some 45 persons 
gathered aft the White House 
for the NSC meeting.

Wheaton said she thought it 
was the largest Security Coun­ 
session ever held.

Fog Hides Muttnik, 


But Other Things Seen 


“Ghost Riders in the Sky” 
was back on the hit parade in 
Marin today. 
It wasn’t just Sputnik II that 
had folks talking. Sputnik was 
a fizzle this morning. Fog blot­ 
ted out all view of the Soviet 
Union’s canine-carrying satel­ 
lite in both North and South 
Marin, and it was visible only 
dimly, and for only part of its 
journey across the heavens, in 
San Rafael. 
It arrived 
on 
schedule at 5:37 a.m. for those 
who could see it. 
But Sputniks I and II didn’t 
have the skies to themselves. 
Brian Dailey of 319 Via Hi­ 
dalgo, Greenbrae, reported at 
5 p.m. yesterday that he could 
see “a metal object” high in 
the sky in the southwest. 
“We looked through binocu­ 
lars and it seemed round,” 
Dailey reported. 
“It doesn’t 
seem to be moving at all.” 
And Meriam Nagel, Mill Val­ 


ley 
milliner, 
reported 
that 
early Tuesday she saw a me 
teor-like object that was cylin­ 
drical in shape. 


The “thing” appeared in the 
northern sky about 5 a.m., she 
said. 
“It was traveling at tre­ 
mendous speed . . . It seemed to 
lack any trail or vapor.” 
And not to be outdone by 
the strange objects man was 
sending into the stratosphere, 
the moon (the old, reliable, 
large-sized moon; not one of the 
man-made imitations) staged a 
show of its own just before 
Sputnik’s arrival this morning. 
(See picture on page 14.) 


The moon got itself into po­ 
sition to be eclipsed by the 
earth—its 
reflected 
sunlight 
blotted out—just before 5 a.m. 
The eclipse was visible until 
the moon disappeared behind 
the horizon. 
Just after that, 
Sputnik II arrived. 


$8 Million Sought For 


Initial Aqueduct Work 


SACRAMENTO—The 
state 
Department of W ater Resour­ 
ces is seeking eight million dol­ 
lars in next year’s state bud­ 
get for first stage construction 
of the North Bay Aqueduct, 
the lndependent-Journal learn­ 
ed today. 
The fund would be used pri 
marily for purchase of rights 
of way and for construction of 
the 
proposed 
Elkhorn Peak 
tunnel between Green Valley 
and Napa Valley, largest sin 
gle construction job in the pro­ 
ject. 
The 27-million-dollar aque­ 
duct would run 59 miles from 
Lindsay Slough in the Delta 
Area to a 60-acre reservoir 
just east of Novato. 
It would 
carry 300,000 acre feet of wa­ 
ter annually for use in Solano, 
Napa, Sonoma and Marin Coun­ 
ties. 
The aqueduct was authoriz­ 
ed by this year’s session of the 
Legislature, which appropriat­ 
ed $1,340,000 for preparation 
of final plans and specifica 
tions. 
Harvey O. Banks, director of 
the W ater Resources Depart­ 
ment, estimated that between 
two and three years will be re­ 
quired to complete the advan­ 
ced planning and construction 
plans. 
However, he pointed 
out, “This does not mean that 
construction of some elements 
can not be initiated prior to 
completion of plans on other 
elements.” 
He said work on 
the Elkhorn tunnel “can be 
started in the fall of 1958 if 
the 
Legislature 
appropriates 
sufficient funds.” 


The sum the department has 
included in its budget request 
would be sufficient, Banks in­ 
dicated, but he noted that the 
departm ent’s budget is now be 
ing reviewed by the Depart 
ment of Finance and that it 
then will be submitted to the 
Legislature in its March ses­ 
sion. 
Finance Department is 
expected to complete its re-

Dr. H u be r t u s Strughold, 
head of the department at the 
School of Aviation Medicine, 
said the stationary cabin used 
in testing man’s reactions and 
ability to endure space flight 
has provided 
a 
tremendous 
fund of information. 
We’re ready now for space 
flight, insofar as space medi­ 
cine is concerned,” he said in 
an interview. 
He said there are some ques­ 
tions which can’t be answered 
until a satellite is actually plac­ 
ed in flight, “but we could be 
ready today, or tomorrow, for 
such a step. All we need is for 
the technology ot get ready.” 
Dr. Strughold has been work­ 
ing for the U. S. Air Force on 
space medicine projects since 
1947. He said the work of the 
Russians possibly’could elimi­ 
nate some minor experiments 
by 
Americans 
necessary 
to 
launching of their own satel­ 
lite. 


Meanwhile, Russia’s flying 
doghouse, Sputnik II, made 
spectacular sweeps 
across 
the United States before sun­ 
rise today. 
The Smithsonian Astrophy 
sical 
Observatory 
at 
Cam 
bridge, Mass., got reports of 
sightings throughout New Eftg- 
land, New York State and as 
far South as Washington, D 
C., and west to San Francisco 
S p u t n i k 
II’s 
brightness 
changed every few seconds un 
til at times it was almost as 
dim as a faint star. 
This is 
because the rocket-shaped sa 
tellite is 
tumbling. 
It was 
brightest when its broadside 
reflected the light of the early- 
morning sun. 
Sputnik II’s orbit carries the 
half-ton vehicle and its dog 
passenger about 1,000 miles in­ 
to space at its farthest point. 
Scientists at the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory in 
Cambridge, Mass., said the sec­ 
ond Russian satellite is at an 
altitude of about 140 miles 
when it passes over the United 
States. 
The Soviet news agency 
Tass said in Moscow last 
night that Laika, the little 
dog strapped inside Sputnik 
II, was in satisfactory condi­ 
tion after four days in the 
sky. 


The Russians have said they 
are getting radio information 
from the satellite on Laika’s 
heart action, blood pressure 
and breathing. 
Tass said Sputnik II complet­ 
ed its 54th trip around the 
earth last night. This satellite 
was launched last Sunday. 
The Soviet news agency said 
the first Russian space vehicle, 
a small sphere, had completed 
500 circuits and its carrier 
rocket had finished 520 round 
trips. Sputnik I, accompanied 
by the rocket that pushed it 
aloft, has been in orbit since 
Oct. 4.

Super-Sputnik? 


CHICAGO UR—'The Chicago 
Tribune said today that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower is actively 
considering a plan to launch 
a space ship bigger than Rus­ 
sia's Sputnik II by using big 
military rockets. 
The New York Daily News, 
in 
a 
special dispatch from 
Washington, carried a similar 
story. 
The Tribune’s Washington 
story, quoting unnamed offi­ 
cials, said the earth satellite 
could 
be fired within four 
months. It could circle the 
earth at a height averaging 600 
miles, the newspaper stated, 
and carry mice, guinea pigs, 
monkeys or other animals to 
provide information for scien­ 
tists. 
The plan, the Tribune said, 
was reported to be the most 
attractive 
and 
most 
imme­ 
diately attainable of more than 
a dozen proposals being stu 
died by the Pentagon for sub 
mission to the President. 
The newspaper said a top 
Pentagon official, unidentified, 
estimated that if all the “feas­ 
ible” proposals were under­ 
taken the total cost would not 
exceed 275 million dollars. 
The White House staff and 
budget experts are examining 
the cost, international implica­ 
tions and possible harmful ef­ 
fect the project would have on 
the nation’s rocket program, 
the story said. 
Pentagon officials would not 
comment on the story.

commenting on Khrushchev’s 
speech 
yesterday 
proposing 
such a meeting, said such a 
conference would be desirable 
“only if there are reasonable 
grounds for expecting . 
beneficial results.” 
A department spokesman at 
the

challenged 
Khrushchev’s boast that com­ 
munism 
inevitably

sweep over the globe. 
Russia’s 
“exploitation 
of 
scientific achievement,” said 
press officer Lincoln White, as 
well as Moscow’s “periodic in­ 
timidation campaign cannot ob­ 
scure the fact that . . . the 
basic human urge is for de­ 
mocracy and freedom within 
the Soviet sphere as well as 
outside. 


WASHINGTON 
W—Ameri­ 
can 
military 
scientists 
are 
pressing broad research in a 
quest for new or improved 
fuels to power big missiles and 
satellites. 
But any bid in the near fu­ 
ture 
to 
recapture the lead 
which Russia has taken in rock 
etry probably will be made 
with existing, tested types of 
power. 
A Russian broadcast claim­ 
ed the use of “improved new 
instruments 
and 
sources 
of 
power” in the launching of 
Sputnik II last weekend, but 
the broadcast gave no details. 
At present, fuel for the large 
missile and for the primary 
engines of planned satellite 
launchers are liquid—a com­ 
bination of forms of hydrocar­ 
bons (which burn) and an ox­ 
idizer usually liquid oxygen 
called “lox” which enable them 
to burn at altitudes where 
there is little or no natural 
oxygen to support combustion. 
These liquid fuels have dis­ 
advantages. Their use requires 
a maze of plumbing in rocket 
engines; liquid fuel is heavy 
for the amount of energy it 
yields; it is difficult and dan­ 
gerous to handle. 
There is a tendency toward 
solid fuels.

Novato Civic Unit 
Told W hat Bond 
Issue Would Do 


“Pay for flood control now. 
or wait for flood damage— then 
pay for flood control,” sums up 
the arugment for the Novato 
flood control bond issue, Wil­ 
liam Mayo, flood control com­ 
missioner from Novato, told the 
North Marin Civic Council last 
night. 
A 
$901,000 
flood 
control 
bond issue election was set for 
Jan. 14 by the county board of 
supervisors Tuesday. 
Mayo said $900,000 will take 
care of the minimum control 
for the Novato 
creek 
basin: 
Straightening and diking the 
creek from Highway 101 to the 
bay so flood waters can flow 
out of populated areas. 


COMMISSION’S VIEW 
“The commission 
felt 
that 
everyone in the flood control 
zone is 
responsible 
for 
this 
much,” he siad. 
It is only part of a three-and- 
one-half-million-doilar plan for 
flood control 
in 
the Novato 
basin. The plan, recommended 
by 
engineer John R. Cotton, 
also includes prevention of silt­ 
ing at the mouth 
of 
Novato 
C r e e k , 
improving tributary 
creeks and adding 
pumps 
to 
handle local rainfall disposal to 
the 
drainage 
system. 
These 
may be financed later by sub­ 
zones or assessment districts in 
the Novato area, said Mayo. 


ARMY MAY AID 
There is a possibility that the 
Army Corps of Engineers will 
aid in Novato Creek flood con­ 
trol, but “We didn’t count on 
it,” he said. 
Mayo spoke before a handful 
of 
persons 
gathered 
at Hill 
School to h eir the civic issue 
discussed. 
The speaker, 
who 
teaches 
mechanical engineering at City 
College of San Francisco, said 
he would not attempt to “sell” 
the bond issue. But he said he 
is afraid that people will wait 
until the area is densely popu­ 
lated before they do anything 
about flood control. It will be 
10 times as costly then, he said. 


INITIAL TAX RATE 
The $900,000 issue, paid for 
over 40 years, would mean an 
initial tax of about 35 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation, or 
about $15 per house each year, 
Mayo said. 
Mayo asserted that if no ac­ 
tion is taken on flood control 
and population growth in No­ 
vato continues, it will be only 
a few years until Highway 101 
is flooded during heavy rains. 
If diking and filling contin­ 
ues in the low lands of the area, 
he said, in 
only a few more 
years downtown Novato would 
be subject to floods. 
The life 
of the town will depend on get­ 
ting the water out to the bay, 
he said. 
Mayo said 
the 
commission 
has asked the state Division of 
Highways to hold up construc­ 
tion of a new bridge on High­ 
way 37 over Novato Creek un­ 
til its realignment is deter­ 
mined.

For Glenwood

A contractor who worked on 
Glenwood subdivision in San 
Rafael is demanding foreclos­ 
ures of liens to get his money 
back. 
Matt Weber of Hayward, un­ 
derground contractor and at­ 
torney, filed a complaint in 
Marin Superior Court yester­ 
day demanding $29,515 which 
he says is still owing to him. 
He names as defendants de­ 
veloper John P. Stegge of Val­ 
lejo, Stegge’s various corpora­ 
tions, and other firms and in­ 
dividuals believed to have in­ 
terest in the subdivision. More 
than two dozen defendants are 
named in all. 
Between September of last 
year and May of this year, 
Weber says, he put in sanitary 
sewer, storm drain and water 
systems in Glenwood Unit 2 
at an agreed price of $54,242.

FLED ENGLAND 
Burgess and MacLean 
fled 
England in 1951 while under ; 
British security watch. On Feb 1 
11, 1956, they showed up in a 
hotel room in Moscow, to which 
newspapermen were summon-;

Lipscomb said the author of 
the two-page letter he found in

Furthemore, he said, the rel­ 
atively small amount of money 
needed, when spread over a 
relatively large area like Tam 
Valley, would make it easy to 
pay off the bends in a few 
years at low tax rates. The 
possibility of a lien on all prop­ 
erty in the county would be al­ 
most nil, he contended.

UNESCO Told Asians 
Must End Prejudices 


SAN 
FRANCISCO W — If 
East and West are to live to 
gether in peace, Asians must 
give up some of their preju­ 
dices about the West, an Italian 
scholar said here today. 


Vittorino Veronese is chair­ 
man of the executive board of 
the United Nations Educational 
Scientific and Cultuial Organ­ 
ization (UNESCO). 
The first such misconception, 
he said, is 
the 
way 
Asians 
“identify 
Eastern civilization 
with 
morality 
and 
Western 
civilization 
with t e c h n ic a 1 
knowledge.” 


He 
said 
he had found a 
“ marked t e n d e n c y , even 
among 
very 
high-ranking” 
Asians, to depict the West 
as knowing only about 
ma­ 
chines and the East as the 
fount of all wisdom regard­ 
ing right and wrong. 


Veronese’s speech was pre­ 
pared for 
1.500 delegates at­ 
tending the sixth national con­ 
ference of the U. S. National 
Commission 
for 
UNESCO at 
San Francisco's War Memorial 
Opera House. 


Veronese said the big prob 
lem now is to get across to 
eastern peoples 
an 
accurate 
picture of Western civilization. 


“The United 
States 
would 
not be what it is . . . if it had 
not always been a country of 
freedom.” the Roman 
scholar 
said. ". . . Einstein or Fermic ; 
or Lisa Meitner . . . surely did 
not choose the United States 
because it is the country of the 
dollar, but because it is the 
country of liberty.” 


The W est’s colonial 
past 
has to be lived down in Asia, 
and while 
colonialism 
“is 
finished,” 
its image in the 
Orient “is still very vivid and 
causes great ravages in the 
hearts 
of men,” Veronese 
warned. 


“Everything 
is 
not settled 
with liberation.” he said, while 
telling Americans that “Your 
very 
origins 
and your tradi­ 
tion as a non-colonialist power 
give you a moral authority of 
inestimable value.” 


Undersecretary 
of

Christian A. Herter, an earlier 
speaker, said a “tidal wave” of 
nationalism 
is 
sweeping the 
peoples of the East. 


the U.S. Senate.

view of the water budget soon. 
Banks pointed out that the 
Legislature could, if it wishes, 
finance the project in the next 
two years from the investment 
fund, in which monies from 
settlement of the Long Beach 
tidelands oil dispute were im­ 
pounded. 


“That fund will amount to 
about 139 million dollars by 
June 30, 1953,” he 
declared, 
“an amount sufficient to carry 
on an adequate construction 
project for the next two years 
without any appropriation from 
the 
General 
F u n d.” 
Start­ 
ing in 1960-61, however, it is 
probable 
that 
general 
fund 
money would be needed to sup­ 
plement the construction bud­ 
get, as well as the sale of gen­ 
eral obligation bonds if water 
development costs are to be 
met. 


Banks pledged: “I do believe 
that the North Bay Aqueduct 
is a project that should receive 
a high priority and shall do all 
in my power to support its 
early construction.”

A flu outbreak in Kansas 
that struck tens of thousands 
of persons and caused five 
deaths “may just be getting 
started,” a health official warn­ 
ed. 
The Kansas fatalities were 
the first reported in the Sun­ 
flower State. With reports of 
flu deaths in other states, the 
new deaths gave the nation’s 
influenza toll its sharpest rise 
in more than a week. 
A United Press tally showed 
that at least 590 persons have 
lost their lives due to Asian 
flu, other types of influenza, 
and 
complications 
of -both 
since the outbreaks began last 
summer. 
Topping the nation was New 
York with 134 deaths, followed 
by Pennsylvania. 99; Michigan 
and Ohio, 41 each, and Califor- j 
nia with 40. 
Kansas health officer, Dr. 
James Mott, disclosed yester­ 
day that flu-caused absentee­ 
ism 
jumped 
alarmingly 
last 


week. About 24,000 persons 
were absent from work and 
school in 37 counties, he said. 
Extending the figure through­ 
out the state would hike the 
total to more than 70,000, Dr. 
Mott said, and warned “We 
may just be getting started.” 
In Missouri, authorities at 
Joplin reported a major flu 
outbreak had kept about 10,- 
000 school children at home. 


Science students in senior 
and junior high schools of Ma­ 
rin and 11 other Bay Area 
counties have been given the 
“go ahead” on projects for the 
fifth annual Science Fair, it 
was announced by Leslie B. 
Worthington, chairman of the 
fair advisory board. 
The fair has been set for 
April 12 to 16 at the California 
Academy of Sciences in Golden 
Gate Park, San Francisco. 
Last year 19 students from 
six Marin schools entered the 
competition.

Those who’ve been trying, 
report good bass fishing in San 
Pablo Bay. 
Much better than 
usual for thfs time of y£ar. and 
worth the frigid digits which 
go hand in glove with angling 
in November. 


SILVER SALMON anglers re­ 
port a rather erratic pattern 
along the north coast streams. 
The fresh-run fish are still 
limited to tidewater, and here 
it is sometimes a case of big 
doings one day, with a drop to 
zero on the next. 


ON THE STEELHEAD front, 
it’s a bit early to find hot fish­ 
ing in any of the coastal rivers. 
But now. you take the Eel . . . 
especially the stretch near Dos 
Rios . . . well, there may be a 
couple of early steelhead there. 
Just maybe, mind you. but what 
with winter in the air, a man 
must go and see for himself. 
So barring heavy rain, we’ll be 
there this coming weekend. 
After all, somebody 
has to 
break the ice. 


Ideal Weather For Quail Hunters; 
See Excellent Crop Of Pheasants 


The weather last weekend was tailor-made for hunt­ 
ing quail. 
Men who tried the inland valleys found good 
shooting in the vineyards, where grape leaves shimmer 
the color of ripe persimmons in the sunlight. And happy 
day,, birds are plentiful this 
year. The ground is dampened 
from recent rains so a bird- 
dog’s nose is unhampered by 
the dust, and it’s a question as 
to who enjoys it most— the 
hunter, or his pointing dog. 


Fellows who hunted north re­ 
port good gunning for the little 
buzz-bombs. 
Along the Rus­ 
sian River a num ber of hunt­ 
ers were on the job. 
There in 
Alexander 
Valley 
the 
quail 
were thick along the winding 
river bottom. 
It’s rough hunt­ 
ing, in a way, because quail 
love the tangled willow thick­ 
ets, wild berry patches and 
the devil club that stings when 
it touches. 
But, like we said, 
the quail are thick. They come 
out of these jungles in a start­ 
ling explosion. 
One at a time, 
and 
then a 
fast 
double 
to 
bounce a fellow’s nervous sys 
tern. 
But it’s all great fun. 


Some fellows find their 
sport in the rugged hills. 
The usually dry gullies of 
deer 
country 
are 
tinted 
green with the first short 
grass of the wetter season; 
Normally 
bone-dry 
water­ 
courses are trickling streams, 
and the quail gather there at 
this time of year, so that 
gunning around the almost 
deserted deer camps call be 
very good indeed. 


In addition to the fun of 
hunting 
quail, 
the 
country 
holds 
a 
special 
fascination. 
Mornings 
in 
the 
north 
are 
frosty. 
The sky is blue and 
aotiseptically clear, and some­ 
how 
you 
know 
that Indian 
Summer is a falsehood. 
The 
beautiful promise will be short­ 
lived, and winter is on the way. 
IN THE meantime, gupners 
who are busy chasing valley 
quail, will soon be shifting to 
heavier shot when they go after 
pheasants on Nov. 16. 
The 
season on these gaudier game 
birds opens then, and it looks 
like a good crop of targets. 
Probably most hunters will eye 
one of the cooperative hunting 
areas which will be open this 
season. 
There are a num ber of state- 
managed tracts: The Ryer Is­ 
land area is three miles north 
of 
Rio 
Vista; 
Sacramento 
County boasts several, includ­ 
ing the Natomas area, five 
miles 
northwest 
of 
Elverta; 
Courtland, three miles east of 
the town of Courtland; Tyler 
Island, one mile south and west 
of Walnut Grove; Twitchell Is­ 
land, three miles south and 
east of Rio Vista off Highway 
24; and the big Sherman Is­ 
land tracts six miles south of 
Rio Vista, also off Highway 24. 
Other areas are located near 
Grimes 
in 
Colusa 
County, 
where the fee is $1 per day, 
or $7.50 for the season. 
An­ 
other is located on Staten Is­ 
land, one mile southeast of 
Walnut Grovei 
An 8,000 acre 
tract 
is 
located 
in 
Merced 
County, two miles south of 
Merced toward El Nido. 
Certain waterfowl manage­ 
m ent areas also will be open 
to 
pheasant 
hunting. 
Gray 
Lodge and Mendota areas will 
allow 
pheasant 
shooting 
to 
hunters who hold waterfowl 
shooting permits on regular 
shooting days. 
On off-days, 
pheasant shooting will be al­ 
lowed on a first-come, first- 
serve basis at the rate of one 
hunter per 10 acres of open 
areas. 
Fee will be $2. 
At Grizzley Island and Los 
Banos, regular permit holders 
may hunt pheasants on regular 
shoot days. On off-shoot days, 
hunting will be allowed for 
juniors (ages 12-18) and ac­ 
companying adults only.

driving in our American so- 
•iety. Every boy and girl wants 
to drive and the vast majority 
do. It gives them power and 
mobility and the sense of being 
grown up. 
SAFETY FIRST 
But driving a car involves a 
lot more hazards than walking. 
We adults who stand on the 
side lines must see to it that 
our children take this step in 
maturity well equipped with 
all the attributes of a good 
driver. The bad drivers wheth 
er 
they 
be 
young, 
or 
old 
enough to know better, are 
those who lack the responsi 
bility and judgment necessary 
to have the power of a modern 
automobile in their hands. 
A child who looks forward 
to the time when the law says 
he is old enough to drive with 
the sure knowledge that he will 
be given the opportunity is not 
too likely to jump the gun and 
experiment with the family’s 
car or someone else’s. 
In some areas schools have 
taken over the job of teaching 
driving. They teach not only 
how to handle a car, but what 
is under the hood and how it 
works. The American Automo­ 
bile 
Assn. 
has 
classes 
for 
young drivers. 
If you can get your soon-to- 
be 16 child enrolled in one of 
these classes, be sure to do so. 
Once a child has learned 
how to manipulate a car comes 
the real job of making him a 
good safe driver. 
SOUND TRAINING 
He must get his reflexes to 
the point where they are ab 
solutely automatic, so he acts 
without having to stop and 
think which foot or hand he 
uses in which way to make the 
car do what he wants. This 


means hours and hours of prac 
tice. 
Near our house is a big park­ 
ing lot that empties out at 5 
p m. I have spent a great many 
hours with each of my three 
'hlldren as they approached 
16 -in that lot, safely off the 
highway. The youngsters took 
the car around the turns, back 
ed it, parked it, stopped and 
■darted uriil the reflexes were 
quick on the trigger. 
Once this stage is reached 
the youngster is ready for a 
licence. Most states are very 
strict with the first license for 
a teen-ager as well they should 
be. 
But owning a license is not 
the last stage in making a good 
driver. The last and by far the 
most difficult lesson is that of 
responsibility. 
One step in this direction is 
that .of insurance. The insur 
ance on the family car will go 
up when a teen-ager is among 
those permitted to drive. This 
increased cost may well be 
something the child himsell 
can pay out of his allowance 
or his earnings. 
The youth who can take 
pride in being a good driver, 
one who never takes a chance, 
who stays within the speed 
limit is the mature driver we 
all want in our children. 
Our attitude of trust and 
confidence in the youngster 
in this area as well as in all 
others is what builds his re­ 
sponsibility. 
Prohibitions 
won’t 
work— 
our children are going to drive 
cars almost as surely as they 
learned to walk. It’s our job 
to build them up, teach them 
and set them a good example 
so they have the qualities we 
are after.

The Mill Valley Cooperative 
Nursery School recently held 
an orientation meeting at Al­ 
monte Hall in Mill Valley. Spec­ 
ial speaker at the meeting was 
Kazumitzu Kato, a graduate of 
Nagoya Teachers University, a 
priest at the Zen Temple in 
San Francisco and an instruc­ 
tor of Japanese at the Academy 
of Asian Studies.

member of the Nagoya Board 
of Education. Mr. Kato’s sub­ 
ject was the “Discipline of nurs­ 
ery school age children and 
how it differs in concept in 
Japan and America.” 
Japanese parents feel that 
stern discipline does not be­ 
gin until after six years of age, 
since the very young child does 
not fully understand punish­ 
ment.

on basic differences between 
Asian cultures was held.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Situation Normal, Direct 
Primary Ajain By-Passed 


California, no stranger to weird poli­ 
tical machinations, now has an unprece­ 
dented situation on its hands. A sucess- 
ful governor, an announced candidate 
for re-election, has been forced to quit 
the race and try for a U*. S. Senate seat 
so that a successful senator, the minor­ 
ity leader of his party in the Senate, can 
run for governor. 
This could look pretty silly on the bal­ 
lot next year. For Governor (vote for 
one): William F. Knowland (R), senator; 
For Senator (vote for one): Goodwin J. 
Knight (R), governor. We doubt that will 
reach this state of affairs, however, be­ 
cause things undoubtedly will happen 
before then to change occupational 
classifications or other factors. 
Out the window has gone the prom­ 
ised wide-open primary the Republican 
voters had been expecting. It seems like 
only yesterday— actually it was 12 days 
ago— that Governor Knight said— “I am 
a candidate to succeed myself as gov­ 
ernor of California . . . There have 
been reports . . . to the effect that I 
had agreed to drop out of the governor’s 
race so that Senator Knowland could be 
spared the risk of contesting for the Re­ 
publican nomination, and that I would 
then run for Mr. Knowland’s seat in the 
United States Senate. There reports are 
untrue . . .” 
Day before yesterday after a trip to 
the White House, he put it a little differ­ 
ently: “A fter long and careful considera­ 
tion, I have reached the conclusion that 
my best and most constructive course of 
action in the interest of my state and my 
party would be to run for the United 
State Senate next year. . . . The deci­ 


sion is my own, however, and my action 
is based on much broader considerations 
than my own personal ambition. . . . 1 
am confident that my decision will con­ 
tribute to party harmony. . . .” 
So now the shuffle is on among other 
Republican hopefuls. The chain reaction 
might carry clear back to the speaker­ 
ship of the State Assembly. With Knight 
as a senatorial candidate, Robert C. 
Kirkwood, state controller, may decide 
to seek re-election rather than try for 
Senate, as he had long ago indicated he 
would. If he goes back to the controller 
wars, L. H. “Abe” Lincoln, assembly­ 
man from Oakland, may decide to re­ 
consider his decision not to run again 
but to seek Kirkwood's job. Lincoln is 
the speaker of the Assembly. 
So it looks like a mild primary elec­ 
tion in prospect. San Francisco’s Mayor 
George Christopher still insists he’s in 
the senatorial race, but he’s in Europe 
and hasn't gotten the word yet. It shapes 
up like this: 
For governor, Knowland for the Re­ 
publicans: reluctant Pat Brown, hand 
picked by Harry Truman, for the Demo­ 
crats; for senator, Knight against Con­ 
gressman Clair Engle. 
So California's direct primary is once 
again being by-passed. Knight said he is 
confident his action will “contribute to 
party harmony.M Maybe it will; but may­ 
be it won’t. Voters may feel they’d rath­ 
er be allowed to make their own selec­ 
tion of candidates rather than have it 
made for them. 
However, they haven’t anywhere to 
turn. The Democrats are doing the same 
thing.

About Soviet Earth Satellites 


WASHINGTON 
Charles 
E. Wilson, former secretary 


of defense, is still pretty re­ 


laxed 
about 
the 
Russians 


sending satellites into outer 
space ahead of the United 
States. 


In 1954 he said he didn’t 
care 
whether the 
Russians 
beat us into outer space. That 
was when they were reported­ 
ly going all-out on their satel­ 
lite program. 


Now they’ve launched two 
Sputniks, 
proving they 
are 
way ahead of this country in 
satellite development. Asked 
by phone at his Detroit home 
how he feels about it now, 
Wilson said: 


“ W E R E 
GETTING 
too 
worked up about this. This is 
not a weapon business. This is 
a scientific business. Nothing 
is going to drop out of the 
satellites on us.” 


He added that maybe it’s a 
good thing— and will do us 
some good— for the Russians 
to be 
ahead in this because 
sometimes we get too confi­ 
dent about our ability to be 
ahead of everybody. 


Here

asked him— and Wilson’s an­ 
swers— at a news conference 
Nov. 17, 1954: 


QUESTION: 
“Mr. 
Wilson, 
what progress has the De­ 
fense Department made since

Wilson, recently denying a 
charge that he had blocked 
funds for this country’s earth 
satellite 
program, 
said 
the 
Defense Department was “in­ 
terested in the project but 
basically it was not the De­ 
fense Department’s business.” 
Last night he said the satel­ 
lite development was a “proj­ 
ect of the National Science 
Foundation and the Academy 
of Science” and that when 
the Science Foundation “ran 
out of funds” the Defense De­ 
partment put up some money 
to help.

A 
municipally-owned railroad museum in 
Los Angeles is a dream come true for 
children who have always wanted to play 
among real engines and cars. 
The museum, called Travel Town, covers 
nine acres of Los Angeles' Griffith Park. 
It has 15 retired locomotives, as well as a 
number of passenger cars, diners, cabooses, 
and other items of rolling stock. Admission 
is free but a small charge is made for rides 
on the only train that runs in the park — 
an engine, coal car and two coaches that were 
brought from Hawaii. It operates on a mile- 
long track with three-foot gauge. Last year 
it carried 103,000 passengers. The park has 
also a diner where children's birthday parties 
are held. 
The museum is the brain child of Charley 
Atkins, an employe of the city's recreation 
and parks department, who thought that the 
ancient saddle tank engines might make fas­ 
cinating, if king-sized, playthings for the 
city's youngsters. 
He went after various 
railroad executives and cajoled them into giv­ 
ing him not only their discarded locomotives 
but diners, passenger cars, cabooses, and even 
rails, spikes and ties. 
That was five years ago. His project is still 
expanding. Already he has obtained numerous 
other vehicles, some bearing a relationship to 
railroading, others not. Among them: A San 
Francisco cable car, a 102-year-old circus 
wagon, a Missouri river keelboat, a double- 
decked New York City bus and a 60-year-old 
horse-drawn hook and ladder fire truck. 
The unique railroad museum is pictured 
here.
